Each year State departments receive appropriations. These appropriations include expenditures to 
operate the department, expenditures made for the benefit of other departments and distributions to other 
entities such as local governments or school districts. The “operating costs" are the expenditures made 
from the department’s appropriations which are used to provide that department’s services. The “flow 
through payments" include expenditures used to fund other entities’ or other departments’ expenses and 
distributions to individuals, other entities or other departments for ultimate expenditure. 


An analysis of an agency’s operating costs gives a better indication of its effectiveness because 
operating costs are directly controlled by the agency’s management. Flow through payments are 
normally the result of statutory or grant requirements. The spending of these moneys is more directly 
controlled by the entity or department which receives the flow through moneys. 


The schedule on the following page shows that the moneys appropriated to an agency are not 
totally used for operation of that agency. This schedule shows appropriated expenditures for 
appropriation year 2001. However, these figures do not include appropriated expenditures of 
$1,111,019,335 for refunds for overpayment of taxes and fees or investment of State money. 


Expenditures for retirement, social security, reimbursements to Employment Security, statewide 
insurance, capital improvements, and building and grounds have been allocated to the various 
departments. Most of the funding is appropriated to the Office of Administration. 


The expenditures for debt service are segregated as they represent operating expenditures of the 
State as a whole. These expenditures are normally administered by the Office of Administration. 


The expenditures for Article X distributions (Note 3) are segregated because of their unique nature. 
These expenditures are administered by the Department of Revenue. 


The expenditures for the court ordered desegregation payments (Note 4) are segregated because 


they are mandated by court order. These expenditures are normally administered by the Department of 
Elementary and Secondary Education.

The Appropriation Activity Report is prepared on a budgetary (non-GAAP) basis of accounting that 
records revenues when cash is received and expenditures when the liabilities for them are recorded. 
Therefore, accounts payables are reported as expenditures when the liability for them is recorded rather 
than when they are paid. 


Different reporting years are used for expenditures and for revenues. They are the appropriation 
year and the fiscal year. The appropriation year is a fourteen month time period that includes the twelve 
month regular appropriation period, July 1 through June 30, and the two month lapse period ending 
August 31. Prior to fiscal year 1999, the appropriation year was an eighteen month period ending on 
December 31. The change in the length of the lapse period was due to the manner in which capital 
expenditures are budgeted and to the implementation of a new financial management system. During the 
lapse period, expenditures are made from two appropriation years and are reported according to which 
year they pertain. Any obligation paid during the lapse period and charged to the first appropriation year 
must have been incurred by June 30. The fiscal year is the twelve month period, July 1 through June 30. 
The overlap of the appropriation year and fiscal year is illustrated below. 


When referring to a particular appropriation year or fiscal year, the numerical year used is that of the 
calendar year in which the reporting period ends.

The "Schedule of Revenues and Expenditures - All Funds" and the "Schedule of Revenues, 
Expenditures and Transfers - General Revenue Funds" and the accompanying charts compare revenues 
and expenditures that are recognized on different time bases. The expenditures are recognized for the 
appropriation year, a fourteen month time period, and the revenues are recognized for the fiscal year, a 
twelve month time period. This occurs because of the appropriation process through which 
appropriations are made for a twelve month time period, July 1 through June 30. However, expenditures 
may be made from these appropriations during an additional two month lapse period (see Note 1). The 
revenues to fund the expenditures for the entire fourteen month appropriation year are received during 
the fiscal year, which is a twelve month period. Therefore, there is a timing difference of two months 
between the length of the reporting period for revenues and for that of related expenditures. 





Article X, Sections 16 through 24 of the Missouri Constitution establishes a revenue limit for 
Missouri State Government. When total revenues exceed the limit, income tax refunds are generated. 
During 2001, the State refunded $98.8 million. All of the refunds were initially paid from the General 
Revenue Fund and various other funds reimbursed their share of the refund liability through operating 
transfers to the General Revenue Fund as appropriated per H.B. 4.035 by the General Assembly. The 
total amount reimbursed from other funds was $47.6 million.

Note 7 — Revenue and Expenditure Increases 





Revenues and expenditures in the General Revenue funds increased in part due to a new program, 
the Intergovernmental Transfer Program and increases in Title XIX recipients. Revenues and 
expenditures attributable to these programs are $646.4 million. 
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
